Dr. Shattinger Says It Makes a 
House Nearly Air Tight. 


And now it is the old, reliable weather 
strip that must go. The weather strip 
that for countless years has been the 
faithful guardian against drafts from 
door and window cracks in winter, that 
has been considered a life saver, was 
condemned as a menace to health by 
Dr. Charles Shattinger, who lectured on 
“Ventilation and Bathing” Thursday 
afternoon in the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety hall, 3523 Pine street. 

He said the prime requisite in every 
home is fresh air, and in cold weather 
this comes mainly through the cracks 
and crevices around the doers and win- 
dows. Weather strips, he said, make 
a house. virtually air-tight. 

The normal adult, Dr. Shattinger 
said, requires 1600 cubic feet of air eac)) 
hour, and the air in a room should 
be changed twice each hour to keep it 
fresh.

AUBURN, N. Y., Jan. 26.—‘‘What is a 
Princeton man worth when he gradu- 
ates?’’ asked President John Grier Hib- 
ben of Princeton in the first of a series 
of six lectures which he is delivering at 
Auburn Seminary.

Mrs. Beller evidently had 
poured the acid in the spoon and then 
corked the bottle before drinking the 
poison. The label had been scratched 
from the bottle. 

She had removed a black kid glove 


from her right hand and carefully laid it 
on the paper in which the acid bottle had 
been wrapped. On the glove lay a white 
handkerchief with a nickel tied in one 
corner. No purse or other money was 
found. 

Verdict of Suicide. 
A Coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
suicide after the body had been identified 
as Mrs. Beller’s by Charles P. Keehne, a 
Maplewood grocer, whose store is next 
door to the home of Mrs. Beller’s par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. John. Kiebler, with 
whom she lived. 
When it was found that the clothing 
matched the description of Mrs. Beller, 
given out when she disappeared last 
Monday night, the county authorities 
telephoned for the Kieblers. Keehne, 
who received the message, found that all 
the members of the Kiebler family were 
out searching for Mrs. Beller. He hur- 
ried to Meramec Highlands. 
Loneliness and constant mourning for 


her husband had unsettled Mrs. Bel- 
ler’s mind. She was 31 years old. 

Mrs. Beller left home Monday after- 
noon, saying she was going to visit 
relatives in Kirkwood. When she did 
not return at bedtime the county au- 
thorities and police were notified. Ina 


note found in her room and. addressed 


“To Whom It May  Concern,’’ she 
Wrote: 

“At times I get all sorts of insane 
thoughts. I have thought of killing 
myself. If I, do so, my sister, Louise, 
should not be blamed.’’ 


The sister, Miss Louise Kiebler, could 
not understand the reference to her in 
the note. She said Mrs. Beller had once 
tried to kill herself. with chloroform. 
She Seemed Bewildered. 

Residents of Meramec Highlands say

the General was brought before a court- 
martial and sentenced to 16 years’ ime- 
prisonment in a penitentiary. 

When Gen. Plaza, who presided over 
the courtmartial, announced the #@i- 
tence, crowds of angry people who had 
surrounded the Government -palace, 
awaiting the 
tests. 

The excitement increased rapidly and 
some of them rushed into the court- 
room, riddled Gen. Montero with bullets, 
seized his body and dragged it into the 
open air. 

There they hacked the head off the 
shoulders, gathered fuel with which 
they started a fire and then cast head 
and trunk into the flames. 

The excitement lasted throughout the 
night and revolver shooting occurred 
in many parts of the city. 

Gen. Eloy Alfaro and Gen. Paez, who 
were captured at the same time as Gen, 
Montero were, it-is reported, were sent 
to wuito at midnight. They will be 
tried by courtmartial in the capital.

Last Fri-e 
day the horrifying news reached Guaya- 
quil that Montero’s army had lost a 
battle with the army supporting the 
Quite government at Yaguache, and that 
1000 of his men had been killed. Many 
of the slain were sons of Guayaquil 
families. 

Apparently Montero was held respon- 
sible for the defeat at Yaguache and 
the penalty he paid for losing one bat-— 
tle was swift and terrible.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 26.—Six Ameri- 
can-built biplames are carried by the 
revolutionary army advancing on Pekin, 
according to a cablegram received by 
the Chinese Free Press here teday. The 
aeroplanes were puilt in Cleveland by 
American manufacturers. They will be 
manned by the Chinese aviators, who 
have spent months in the practice of 
aerial warfare. 

The revolutionary troops, in command 
of Gen. Lum Shood Hing, were massed 
at Nanking and the march was begun 
Wednesday. Revolutionary chiefs re- 
gard the attack on Pekin as unavoidable. 
Lecal Chinese expressed the view that 
a night aeroplane attack had been 
planuwved.,

FOUND IN ST. LOUIS 


Miss Edna Ford’s Baggage Ar- 
rived Here From Louisville 
Morning of Jan. 15. 





WOMAN INQUIRES FOR IT 





College Student Not Seen by 
Friends Since Leaving Friend’s 
Home in Kentucky. 





The finding of Miss Edna Ford's trunk 
Friday by a Post-Dispatch reporter in 
the Union Station baggage room fur- 
nished a new chapter in the mysterious 
disappearance of the 18-year-old Chi- 
cago college girl, who has been missing 
for 12 days and is being sought in three 
States. 

The trunk has been held in the bag- 
Rage room since the morning of Jan. 
1, when it arrived here from Louisville 
over the Southern. It is being held for 
the presentation of check No. 325,535. A 
middle-aged woman, representing a res- 
Cue organization, inquired at the bag- 
gage room Friday about the trunk. but 
cid not indicate what she intended to 
do. 

The trunk is yellow and canvas-cov- 
ered, and is listed as in bad condition, 
as it lacks a lock, but is securely fas- 
tened with straps. Dennis O'Toole, bag- 
gage master, said no inquiry had been 
made by the police about the trunk. The 
police said they would begin an inquiry 
if requested by the girl's relatives to 
do so. 

Last Seen Jan. 14, 

Dispatches from Louisville state that 
Miss Ford has not been accounted for 
since she left the home of Miss Polly 
Coleman at Beaver Dam, Ky., Jan. 14. It 
was supposed at that time that she was 
going to return to Oxford, O., where she 
was a student in the Western College 
for Women. She took a train at Beaver 
Dam for Louisville, intending to take a 
train there for the college town. 

Her failure to arrive at the college did 
not become known to her friends in Ken- 
tucky, or to her mother, Mrs. Grace 
Gholson of 30 East Randolph street, Chi- 
cago, for several days. The college 
authorities started the inquiry by wiring 
Mrs, Gholson to ask why her daughter 
had not returned from her Kentucky 
visit. 

Police Notified. 

Mrs. Gholson communicated with 
the Coleman family and C. S. Cole- 
man informed her that Miss Ford had 
left his home Jan. 14 and took the 
train for Louisville to return to col- 
lege, since when he could not locate her. 
Coleman notified the Louisville Po- 
lice department on Jan. 23 and the 
search for the girl began. 

Miss Ford is 18 years old. She 
is about ,5 feet 4 inches in height, 
weighs 115 pounds ana !s a brunette. 
The Rev. W. Francis Irwin, pastor 
of the Louisville First Presbyterian 
Church, reported to Chief of Police 
Lindsey that he had been called up 
over the long distance telephone 
from Chicago by some one who in- 
quired about a missing girl. Dr, Ir- 
win had no knowledge of the disap- 
pearance of Miss Ford and did not 
understand what the case was intil 
he saw it later in the paper. He told 
the person in Chicago, however, to 
write him about the matter and send 
a photograph of the missing girl. 
Thursday he received an envelope 
with a photograph of a young girl. 
Search for the girl is now being made 
in St. Louis, Louisville, Cincinnati and 
Chicago. The Louisville police traced 
her trunk, and got the number of the 
check at Beaver Dam. Through this 
thev learned that the trunk had been 
checked from Louisville to St. Louis in- 
stead of to Cincinnati or Oxford, O. The 
number of the check was then wired to 


St. Louis.

Chairman Hale Says Changes in 
Provisions Are Due to the 
Bell’s ‘““Jockeying.”’ 





The bill seeking to regulate charges 
for telephones in St. Louis, which will 
be submitted to the House of Delegates 
Friday night for passage, will fix a 
maximum of $ a month for business 
telephones, and will decrease the rates 
now charged for residence telephones, 
Bccording to Chairman Eugene Hale of 
the Legislation Committee of the House. 

The maximum rate allowed by the 
bill presented to the House last Tues- 
day night and then withdrawn provided 
a maximum of $6.50 a month for busi- 
ness telephones. The lowering of the 
maximum will be recommended because 
of the actions of the Bell Telephone Co. 
in ‘“‘Jockeying’’ with the members of the 
Legislation Committee at the public 
hearing, Hale told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday. 

The specific rates provided in the pro- 
posed bill will allow telephone compa- 
nies to charge $6 a month for direct line 
unlimited service on business telephones 
and $ a month for two-party unlimited 
serviee lines. The residence rates speci- 
fied are $% a month for direct line un- 
limited service, $2.50 a month for two- 
party line unlimited service and $2 a 
month for four-party line unlimited 
Service. The bill allows a charge of 75 
eents a month for extensions from busi- 
ness telephones and 50 cents a month 
for extensions from residence telephones. 

Same as the Kinloch Rates. 

This brings the maximum rates down 
to that now charged by the Kinloch 
Telephone Co., and on the two-party 
line service in residences the rate is 
decreased 50 cents a month below the 
present charge of the Kinloch. 

The bill was withdrawn Tuesday night 
by Hale after other members of the 
House of Delegates criticised it because 
it did not contain a maximum charge for 
residence telephones. Hale said friday 
he had assurances from other delegates 
that the bill would pass in its present 
shape. The proposed increase in rates 
by the Bell does not raise the price of 
residence telephones. 


Accountant to Be Called. 

- The public hearing before the Legisla- 

tion Committee was scheduled to be re- 
gumed Friday afternoon. Hale said he 
expected to make further inquiry into 
the “incidental values,” amounting te 
$2,500,000, mentioned in the report by 
Haskins & Sells on the values of the 
Property of the Bell. 

To determine this Hale announced he 
would summon an employe of the Has- 
kins & Sells firm of accountants to ex- 
plain that part of the report. 

The item of $525,000 for “discount on 
securities’’ mentioned in the report will 
be inquired into especially. Edwards 
Whitaker, vice-president of the Bell and 
one of its directors, testified at the hear- 
ing that no commissions or discounts 
ever were allowed on the sale of Bell 
Stock. He said it was sold at par, and 
in some cases above par. 

The value of franchises held by 
the Bell company is fixed in the Has- 
Kins & Sells report at $700,000. In 
fixing this value the report states 
“Even if the franchise were secured 
free of cost, the reason for grant- 
ing such a permit was based on mu- 
tual advantages, and those advan- 
tages may properly be capitalized.” 
The report then proceeds to capital- 
ize them for $700,000. 

The expense of organization is 
fixed at $437,500 in the report. This 
is given as the expenses incident to 
the original formation of the Bell 
company many years ago, and in- 
cludes expenses up to the time the 
company was ready to begin active 
business operations. 

Interest and Expense, $1,000,000. 

The interest charges on money 
used in the establishing of the busi- 
ness, and the expenses of establish- 
ing the business into a paying ven- 
ture approximate almost $1,000,000, 
according to the report. 

These items total $2,500,000, ana 
members of the Legislation Commit- 
tee say the company has no right to 
pay dividends on this amount, 

One of the principal reasons given for 
the necessity of the advance in tele- 
phone rates by General Manager Mott 
and Attorney Bowles of the Bell is that 
the cost of operation increases per tele- 
phone as the service is extended.

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report says: ‘‘These (diagrams) show 
a marked decrease in the cost of serv- 
ice during the first years of the decade. 
This has been due to several causes, 
but primarily to the increase in the 
number of subscribers and more S&Sys- 
tematic and efficient operation.” 

In the Haskins & Sells report the fol- 
lowing comparison is made between the 
local Bell company and other Bell plants 
in the United States: ‘‘As compared with 
other Bell plants on the basis of the 
number of stations served, it is found 
that the Missouri company’s investment 
is somewhat above the average, but 
operating expenses are about or some- 
what under the average. The cost of 
instrument renewals appears to be above 
most of the other companies. Earnings 
as a rule are much higher, but the pro- 
portion of annual income to exchange in- 
crease is relatively small and appears to 
be out of proportion.’’ 

The annual reports for the last 10 years 
submitted by the offictals of the com- 
pany showed that in that time the cost 
per telephone had decreased 50 per cent, 
while the number of telephones had in- 
creased 700 per cent. 


NEW APPROACH FOR 
MUNICIPAL BRIDGE 


Plans Being Prepared by Board 
of Public Improve- 
ments. 


Plans for an entirely new elevated 
East Side approach to the municipal 
bridge to extend 158,000 feet from the 
river bank is being prepared in the of- 
fice of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. The work is being done at the 
suggestion of the Special Conference 
Committee of the Municipal Assembly. 
Tt will be submitted fo the assembly as 
svon as the plans are completed. 

The proposed approach will extend 
northeasterly and will extend to a point 
cutside of the East St. Louis city lim- 
its. Members of the committee have 
said that the new plans have the _ in- 
dorsement of almost the entire commit- 
tee. 

Maxime Reber, president of the Board 
of Public Improvements, terms the 
place where the approach begins as a 
“swamp,” and has announced his oppo- 
e‘tion to it. Frank H. Gerhart also op- 
poses the new route and says that it 
ought to suit the Terminal Railroad, 
but not the public,

[Mrs Camarata Says Offer Came 


From Friend of Sansone, 
Accused of Murder. 


ee a Og 


The statement by Mrs. Catherina Cam- 
arata, 923 North Eighth street, that she 
preferred to avenge the death of her 
husband, Joseph Camarata, rather than 
take $10,000, has given a new twist to 
the police investigation of the headless 
body murder mystery. The body is sup- 
posed to have been that of Salvatore 
Leoni, regarded as a star witness in 
the attempt to prove that Tony Sansone, 
who killed Camarata, did so in self-de- 
fense. 

According to Mrs. Camarata’s state- 
ment, Leoni was not to be a star wit- 
ness at all as the prosecution intended 
to impeach his testimony at the next 
trial and try to prove that he was work- 
ing with a railroad gang 50 miles from 
St. Louls at the time Camarata was 
killed. 

Was Well Paid, 

The widow insisted Friday that her 
husband never was a member of the 
Mafia and that there is more reason to 
suspect that friends of Sansone would 
wish to be rid of Leoni than friends 
of her late husband. She argued that 
Leoni had been living off the bounty 
of Sansone and his friends, without 
working, sleeping in his apartments all 
day and going to places of amusement 
at night. 

Mrs. Camarata told a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch that the offer of $10,000 
if she would not prosecute Sansone for 
killing her husband was never made di- 
rectly to her, but by insinuations that 
she understood and that she was meant 
to understand. 

A few days after the death of her 
husband an extremely wealthy Italian 
mn.erchant whom she had known, but who 
had not been in the habit of calling at 
her home came to express his sym- 
pathy. 


Offered Her $10,000. 
“After we had talked a little while,’’ 


she said, ‘‘he remarked to me that he 
expected Tony Sansone’s father would 
be willing to give me $10,000 not to pros- 
ecute. He said that much money would 
help me get along and would be much 
better than vengeance. I told him I'd 
rather beg in the streets than have my 
husband’s death go unavenged. 

“After that several other people 
dropped in to see me, They also said 
trey expected Sansone would be glad 
to give me $10,000 to drop the prosecu- 
tion. And I told them what I told the 
rich merchant.” 

Mrs. Camarata, who is young and con- 
sidered beautiful by other Italian wom- 
en, told of many visits of consolation. 
Among others she said that Sylvester R. 
Ijorita, the “‘banana king,’’ late presi- 
dent of the Scalzo-Fiorita Fruit Co., 
who died two weeks ago, came to offer 
his sympathy. 

Told It to Attorney. 

She said she had told these things to 
Charles P. Johnson, the special attorney 
employed by her and her friends to 
help the Circuit Attorney prosecute San- 
sone. She hadn’t told it to the news- 
papers before, she said, because she was 
under the impression she would have to 
pay to get it published. 

When the police, however, stated zev- 
eral days ago that her husband was a 
member of the Mafia she became indig- 
nant and decided to tell what she knew. 
She went to the Rev. Father Spigardi, 
pastor of her church, and told the whole 
story to him. 

Mrs. Camarata said she was convinced 
the next trial of Sansone for the murder 
of her husband would not result in a 
hung jury as the first one did. Shs said 
the prosecution was prepared not only 
to confute the testimony of Leoni at the 
former trial, but also that of another 
witness who then testified he saw Cama- 
rata draw a revolver before Camarata 
stabbed him to death. 

The police are still trying to trace 
the movements of Leoni the night be- 
fore he is supposed to have been killed. 
Mrs. Agnes Hanlon, one of the women 
detained for questioning, is being held 
at the Carr street station. Alice Ru- 
towski, the other, was turned over to 
the juvenile court. 

From Geralmo Donato, a_ former 
friend of Leoni, the police have learned 
that Leoni has relatives in St. Lois 
and New York. These probably will be 
asked to give any information they 
have.

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SLAIN MAN'S WIDOW/LAW ON ELECTRIC 
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LIGHT CHARGES 
FOUND DEFECT 


City Has No Right to Govern 
Lamp Exchange or Wiring 
to House. 


The City Law Department has discov- 
ered what may turn out to be a fatal de- 
fect in the Public Service Commission's 


Ordinance fixing 9% cents a kilowatt 


hour as the maximum rate for electricity 


in St. Louis, 
among officials at the city hall, 

The defect in the ordinance lies in the 
provision that requires the electric lignt 
company to furnish new lamps for old 
and string electric wires from the streets 
to residences or business houses. The 
companies distributing electric light in 
St. Louis have no franchises 
lamps and require none, and consequent- 
ly the Municipal Assembly has no power 
to legislate on that subject, in the opin- 
ion of the lawyers who have come to the 
conclusion that the ordinance is de- 
fective. 

There is an ordinance now which re- 
quires the electric lighting companies do- 
ing business in St. Louis to furnish new 
lamps for old and to make the wire con- 
nections from the strects to residences 
and business houses. But that is an 
ordinance of acceptance in whicn all the 
companies concurred, and which became 
binding upon them because it was a con- 
tract, 

The Public Service Commission's 
dinance is an ordinance of regulation 
and not an ordinance of acceptance. The 
provision relating to the substitution of 
new lamps for old and the wiring was 
found by one of the members of the 
commission in an old ordinance of ac- 
ceptance, and inserted in the new or- 
dinance. 

That it might make the ordinance de- 
fective escaped the attention of the City 
Law Department began investigation of 
its provisions in connection with Union 
Electric’s injunction suit to restrain the 
city from enforcing the law. 

The defect in the ordinance could be 
remedied, in the opinion of the lawyers 
w!.0 have discussed the discovery, by 
repealing the section relating to lamps 
and wiring. It has been suggested that 
this be done, as it might result in sav- 
ing years of time in the final adjust- 
ment of the electric light question in 
St. Louis. 

The Public Service Commission spent 
approximately three years in the in- 
vestigation of Union Electric and the 
preparation of an ordinance based upon 
its findings. The ordinance was passed 
in April, 1911, and became a law within 
the usual length of time. The electric 
light company filed an injunction suit 
which is pending, and later reduced its 
rates. The investigations cost the city 
between $30,000 and $50,000, and the elec- 
tric lighting company gave out a state- 
ment showing that it had spent $25,000 
ir. the preparation of reports for the 
use of the commission.

“MONEY TRUST,” AS 
A TRUST, IS MYTH 


But Lawyer Tells House Com- 
mittee Cash Concentration in 
New York Is Harmful. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The House 
Committee on Rules today resumed its 
hearings on the Lindbergh resolution for 
a special inquiry into the “‘money trust,” 
with Samuel Untermeyer of New York 
as a witness. Untermeyer said he did 
not appear as sponsor or champion of 
the Lindbergh resolution, but he was 
satisfied Congress could not legislate in- 
telligently with respect to trusts or to a 
monetary system until the question of 
concentration of the money power was 
thoroughly understood. 

For that reagon he said he favored 
the proposed investigation, provided it 
was “‘conducted in a conservative, sSys- 
tematic, painstaking, nonpartisan spirit, 
with the sole object of exposing the 
weaknesses and abuses of the system, 
and as the basis for constructive legis- 
lation.’’ 

Untermeyer said that there was no 
such thing as a ‘“‘money trust’ in the 
sense that the word “trust” is applied 
to illegal combinations. He believed, 
however, the proposed’ investigation 
would establish that the present finan- 
cial condition is due to the concentra- 
tion of funds of great corporations in 
New York City.

BORAHDENOUNCES |TAFT ASKS HELP 


FOR MILLIONS OF 
STARVING CriNESE 


Ordinary Pleas Having Failed, 
President Appeals as Head of 
the Red Cross. 


MONEY NEEDED AT ONCE 
Contributions ‘May Be Sent to 


Washington or to the Treas- 
urers in States. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The appeal 
issued through ordinary channels having 
failed to elicit a response in any way 
commensurate with the situation, Presi- 
dent Taft today personally and as presi- 
dent of the American Red Cross sent out 
an appeal for funds to relieve the fam- 
ine-stricken people of China. 
follows: 

“As president of the American Na- 
tional Red Cross, it becomes my impera- 
tive duty to call to the attention of the 
people of the United States the condition 
of awful destituticn which now exists in 
certain parts of China. Recurrent in- 
undations by the Yang Tse and other 
rivers have destroyed crops and prevent- 
ed the cultivation of the lands. Millions 
of human beings are now facing starva- 
tion. An agent of the American Red 
Cross, who has” recently’ traveled 
throughout the famine district, reports 
conditions of starvation of the most ter- 
rible and appalling character. 

“Until peace is restored in China 
and the functions of efficient govern- 
ment are established these conditions 
must continue save as relieved by 
the charitable efforts of other coun- 
tries, 

“The Central China Famine Relief 
Committee has created a strong and 
efficient organization with agencies 
and boards throughout the affected 
districts. This body, which com- 
prises in its membership Bishop F. 
R. Graves, chairman; Rev. E. C. Do- 
bensteine, secretary, and twenty or 
more of the leading American, Fu- 
ropean and Chinese merchants and 
missionaries in Shanghai, will ren- 
der assistance as means may be 
available. Able-bodied natives will be 
employed in preparing’ dykes, canals 
and roads and thus be enabled to 
support themselves until new crops 
can be harvested. 

“In the name of humanity the Red 
Cross calls on the American people 
to come to the relief of a sister na- 
tion with that prompt generosity 
which has never’ fafled in time of 
great emergencies,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Republican 
governors of several states and former 
governors are arranging to address a 
call to Col. Roosevelt to become the 


party's candidate this year. The Con- 
tributing Editor, according to advices 
here, will not be wholly unprepared for 
chis invitation. In fact, reliable informa- 
tion has come to Washington that the 
situation has been canvassed thoroughly 
and that he is familiar with the details 
and that he has not disapproved the 
plan. In the words of the popular song, 
he will be ‘‘waiting at the church.” 

This ‘‘call’’ will probably be signed 
by Gov. Glasscock of West Virginia, 
Gov. Hadley of Missouri, Gov. Osborn 
of Michigan and possibly others. At 
least eight governors have been sound- 
ed on the proposition. Some of them 
are committed to the La Follette move- 
ment and do not want to appear to de- 
sert this presidential foundling.

President Taft owes much consideration to the 
system of government provided by the Consti- 
tution of the United States. He alsb owes much 
to the reputation he values as a President pre- 
eminent for judicial intellect. In meeting these 
obligations he must bring his judicial mind to 
bear, sooner or later, on the meaning of his an- 
nouncement that he will veto all tariff revision 
bills passed by Congress unless they are also 
passed (or, as he says “approved’’) by his Tariff 


Board. 


If this were the system of government pro- 
vided by the Constitution of the United States, 
Congress, which in both houses is certainly costly 
all the time and ofter. objectionable, might be 
abolished altogether. If presidents can select their 
own boards, make the action of these boards de- 
cisive in spite of the action of Congress, and sub- 
ject Congress at.will to the arbitrary power of 
such boards, then the system of government pro- 
vided by the Constitution can be changed at will 
by any president, who, because his constitutional 
veto makes his power co-ordinate with that of 
Congress, is determined to supplant Congress al- 


together. 


Having a “judicial mind,” President Taft must 
be able to see on due consideration that as far as 
this can go it would mean revolution. On re- 
consideration, he may prefer to meet his own 
responsibilities squarely in any use he may make 
of his veto, without openly attempting to estab-

The new King’s Theater, King’s high- 
way and Morgan street, the sixteenth 
theater now being operated in St. Louis 
by O. T. Crawford, was opened Thurs- 
day night with a program consisting of 
four reels of pictures and three vaude- 
ville acts. 

The theater cost about $100,000 and has 
a seating capacity of 2100. It has 16 
boxes and a balcony which seats 800. In 
the rear of the balcony are rest rooms. 
There are 2600 electric lights in the 
building and 14 kinds of marble were 
used in finishing the lobby. The front 
of the building is in white cement and 
gold is the dominant note of the inte- 
rior decorations. 

On either side are rows of glass doors, 
which not only afford adequate means 
of escape from fire, but can be opened 
in summer, making the theater as cool 
as an airdome. 

The King’s Theater has its own or- 
chestra of seven pieces. The seats are 
comfortable and not too close together. 
Crawford has a theater in Chicago and 
is building one in New York, and soon 
will be able to offer actors solid time 
of 18 weeks on his own circuit. He is 
planning to build other houses in all 
three cities, he says.
